The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record considered as a whole alone or in combination neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious, a muffler accommodated in a space located behind the disc guard, the space 
having a the substantial shape of a triangle in a cross section of perpendicular to the 
axis of rotation of the disc-shaped tool, the muffler having an entrance port provided in 
the rear side of the muffler and facing an exhaust port of the cylinder of the internal 
combustion engine, in combination with the rest of the limitations in claim 1 .
